Tbo 
man who thus wrote of an expedition 
sent forth unftrithe authority of tbs 
Government, W punish an Insolent 
foreign foo, who has grossly insulted 
our flag and destroyed the life and pro­ 
perty of a citizen, is already In alllanoe 
with the enemy. The expedition hav­ 
ing sailed, there could be no honorable 
motive in suggesting its probablo' feil- 
ure.

are strong 
stimulants aud encouragements to tbe 
enemy.'

lie is duly informed of tho weakaoss 
of the preparations, of the alleged un­ 
fitness of tho ships, and the feebleness 
of the armament sent forth to punish 
him. The presumptuous and .¿insolent 
Lopes is tho very man to benefit by 
such suggestions. He will make all 
efforts to fulfil the prophecies of bis al­ 
lies in this country. If he does, and 
officers and seamen of oar gallant Navy 
fall in tho execution of the orders of 
our Government, tbeir blood will stain 
the garments of tbe boding prophets of 
evil, who, to gratify a political motive, 
do not shrink from a virtual coalition 
with tbe enemies of the Republic.

General Jackson's Duel with Dickinson. 


Jackson settled at Nashville bctweei 


the years 1790 and 1800, and began th 
practice of law. Dickinson was already 
there, following the same profession.— 
He was a great duelist, having killed 
several in duels, and almost certain to 
kill at the first fire.. His mode of tiring 
was uncommon. Instead of raising hii 
pistol from his side to firo at the word, 
he would bring it down from above tin 
til bo got it to the proper level and thei 
firo. All of the merchants in Nashville 
had Dickinson retained in their behalf 
and ho being the only lawyer there un 
til Jackson came, no redress could be 
obtained by the opposite side, 
ticner 


al Jackson refusccHto be retained by 
those merchants to the exclusion of all 
other parties. Tho consequence was 
that ho issued sixty writs to tho first 
term of the court at Nashville. 


lie issued writs against the mer- 


chants, who until then had gone scot 
Tree. This irritated them, and they 
being desirous of getting General Jack- 
son out of the way, incited Dickinson to 
provoke a duel. Ho began by acting 
on trials offensive vo the General. 


lie remonstrated with Dickinson, and 


plainly told him|thut he would not sub- 
mit to such disrespectful treatment. 


Dickinson persisted, and Goncrul 


Jackson challenged him. The time 
and place for the combat were fixed 
upon, and the news spread for miles 
around. 
There were at least two 


thousand persons! on the ground and 
bets were made as if it were a horse 
race. 


Dickinson himself bet Jackson that 


ho would kill Jackson at Iho first fire. 
Dickinson fired first, and his ball hit 
Jackson on tho right flap'and pealed 
his breast. Jle had a callous lump 
thereuntil the day'of his death. As 
soon as tho smoke of Dickinson's pistol 
blew away, Ire saw Gen. Jackson still 
standing, and exclaimed : "Haven't I 
killed tho damned ra-eal yet'!" 
Gen. 


Jackson told Con. Eaton that until 
then he meant to give him his life, but 
on hearing these words he raised his 
pistol, fired and killed Dickinson in- 
stantly.

lie is duly informed of the weakness 


of the preparations, of the alleged un- 
filness of the ships, and tho fueblcnoss 
of the armament scut forth to punish 
him. The presumptuous and iinsolcnt 
J.opcz is tho very man to benefit by 
f-uoh buggcslions. He will make' all 
efforts to fulfil the prophecies of his al- 
lies iu this country, if ho docs, and 
officers und suamcn of our gallant Xavy 
fall in tho execution of the orders of 
our Government, their blood will stuin 
the garments of the boding prophets of 
evil, who, to gratify a political motive, 
do not shrink from a virtual coalition 
with the enemies of tho Republic. 


It is- time that these excesses of 


political antagonism should be frowned 
down by all good citizens.

Con- 
tend as much and as violently as wo 
may among ourselves upon all tho 
subjects of poHtkral division and domes- 
tic policy, even as husband and wile 
may sometimes dispute upon subjects of 
household government—but, against ail 
external foes, and in all foreign dis- 
putes, in which our Republic is a party, 
lot us present a solid, united, harmoni- 
ous front. 


It has been the complaint of the peo- 


ple, sometimes too well founded, that 
some of our Administrations have not 
been prompt and energetic enough in 
resisting wrong and punishing insult 
offered to our nation and citterns 
abroad. A more trenchant and decis- 
ive policy in the settlement of our dis- 
putes with foreign States has long been 
demanded by all parties and classes of 
people in this country. And now, when 
in the first case that arises, tho Execu- 
tive displays a little of this Jackson 
energy in the punishment of one of tho 
most flagrant wrongs ever offered to 
our flag, there aro those calling them- 
selves Americans, who refer in slighting 
terms to the measures so promptly, ta- 
ken to punish tho wrong, and who pre- 
dict with an unction and confidence that 
betray "a wish that is a father to the 
thought," its disgraceful rout.and fail- 
ure.
